The stay was announced 90 
m inutes before the execution was 
to have taken place. 
Stay of execution was granted 
by U.S. District Judge Richard 
E. Robinson of Omaha. It was not 
announced to the Nebraska gov­ 
ernor’s office until 4 30 a m. . c?t, 
an hour and a half ahead of the 
execution time. 


ROBINSON ORDERED the exe- 
cut ion stayed for two weeks—until 
June 4—4o allow Starkweather time 
tn appeal to the District C o u r t 
of Appeals. 
The federal 
ludge acted upon 
receipt of a telegram from Guy 
Starkweather, father of the con­ 
demned youth 
Robinson said ft appeared Stark­ 
weather "ts add has been without 
the services of an attorney" and 
that he might be held in custody 
“in violation of the constitution 


THE STAY WAS granted to al­ 
low Starkw eather time to file a 
further appeal from the denial, by 
another federal judge earlier this 
week, of his application for a writ 
of habeas corpus. 
The chaplain, the Rev. Robert 
Klein, said that when Starkweath­ 
er got word of the stay "he broke 
out in a big sm ile and shook my 
hand ” 
"Starkw eather was all set 
to 
go." the Rev. Klein told newsmen. 
"We had discussed everything 
and he was showing no emotion 
whatsoever. He clung to a slim 
thread of hope until the very last 
and reaffirm ed in our conversa­ 
tions the thought that as long as 
there is life th ere is hope ” 


THE 
CHAPLAIN 
added 
that 
"one of the first things he said 
after he got the word was ‘This 
is sure going to make my mother 
happy." 
Guy Starkw eather, adm itted he 
was “ very tired because I have 
been up all night.” told United 
Press International that he called 
Robinson alter talking with other 
jurists and being told to consult 
with the senior U.S. district judge. 
The father, unshaven and with­ 
out sleep for 24 hours, spoke with 
a hoarse, choked voice. He said 
his wife also had been up most 
of the night.

Americans Must Combat Communists 


Conspiracy At Home, Abroad 
Although Communism Is not as 
“popular’ ’today in the United States 
as it was during the depression days 
of the early 1930's, the Communist party 
still poses a formidable domestic threat 
to the nation, reports top authority J. 
Edgar Hoover, veteran director of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. 
Growing antipathy of Americans to­ 
wards Russia because of the Red s fre­ 
quent threats of nuclear war, together 
with a Soviet policy of constantly 
taunting this country as a “capitalistic 
war-monger," has resulted In most Com­ 
munist Party members going “under­ 
ground” in the United States. 
Nevertheless, says Director Hoover, 
the Communists and their psuedo-lib- 
eral sympathizers are carrying on a 
very active anti-A m erican campaign 
through recognized “front” groups and 
organizations. 
The Communists are busy in “new” 
ways Infiltrating Negro and labor union 
groups, as well as several large indus­ 
tries, in a manner designed to create 
agitation, strife and confusion, the FBI 
Chief states. 
Describing the Communist conspiracy 
Mr. Hoover continues . . . “these fur­ 
nish a fertile auxilian’ corps of dupes, 
sympathizers, misguided psuedo-lib­ 
erals and others. 
“These include some Americans of 
considerable wealth who have been fin­ 
ancial angels to the Communist Party- 
USA and many of Its fronts, lending sup­ 
port through contributions of consider­ 
able sums of money. 


Supplementing this group are some 
men and women who pretend to be in­ 
terested in supporting measures to solve 
racial, labor and general welfare prob­ 
lems. 
“Such people are closely allied *o 
subversive forces in this nation and are 
exploiting shamelessly racial labor 
and welfare issues in carrying out 
the Communist party line." 
These facts revealed by a dedicated 
American who has s p e n t 35 years 
fighting Communism (as well as crime) 
as the director of the nation's most ef­ 
fective law enforcement agency should 
awaken every loyal citizen to the grave 
reality of the ever-present Communist 
threat “within” our gates. 
His further warning that Communist 
party is launching a new drive for 
members and enlarging its spy system 
in the United States to steal scientific 
missile secrets for the Soviets warrants 
every’ American being doubly sure that 
he or she is not duped Into any form 
of support of the Communist conspiracy 
in this country. 
It would be folly to become too Intent 
on combatting Communism In far off 
parts of the world that we overlook the 
fact that the first line of defense 
against the Reds is on our own “home 
front.” If America fails to halt Com­ 
munism within its own borders, all 
efforts to do so elsewhere will be of no 
avail. 
Our citizens can no longer afford to 
be apathetic about active Communists 
in America. The time has come to fight 
them in every way, here and now. 


Among Those Present at Geneva 
WASHINGTON. D. C. - Hurt a 
quit# a caste system at the min­ 
isterial conference in Geneva At 
the main table ait the victors of 
World War II - the USA. Brit­ 
ain. France and Russia. A! a 
aide table sit the losers of that 
aging war — East and West Ger­ 
many, as divided between the 
conquerors 
But M hasn't been mentioned I 
think, that presiding over the 
whole shebang is the invisible 
guest-oi-all-nations. a spirit, both 
brooding and violent, both glori­ 
ous and notorious, whom the an­ 
cient peoples long ago deified — 
Mars, the god of war. 
IT IS A moralistic cliche for 
for all nations to call themselves 
“peace-loving" and to pretend 
that this fearful guest is a gate­ 
crasher. uninvited, unwelcome 
and socially uncouth. But — I 
dunno about that. We Americans 
have perceived, with much truth, 
that other nations are always 
preparing for the next war. 
The Russian record has been 
bared, thanks to intrepid Feder­ 
al and Congressional investigat 
ors who braved wild charges of 
“witch-hunting" and “secret po­ 
lice ’ We know without any 
question that Russia, while fight­ 
ing World War II as our ally, was 
preparing for World War III. By 
corrupting Americans. Canadians 
and a Britisher «many, as it hap­ 
pened. were immigrants to the 
Anglo-American lands*, the Rus­ 
sians stole atomic secrets to 
make new weapons with which 
the next war will be fought. 
GERMANY. AS we all know, is 
a country which historically 
springs from one war to the 
next. H i t l e r ’ s rearmament 
schemes are now well document­ 


ed As a personal experience, I 
recall an occasion in a small 
German village. I was looking for 
gasoline refueling can* in an 
abandoned garage. There, under 
a tarpaulin, instead. I came 
across a large cache of small 
arms 'one of which I "liberated’' 
and still own) which the German 
villagers had stashed away for 
the next Der Tag. 
But we Americans, I’m afraid, 
have no right to play the Phari­ 
see — to point with scorn at sin­ 
ner* and hypocrites. It would 
be remarkable if we weren’t as 
human as the rest. It is quite 
certain that since joining the in­ 
ternational death dance of revolv­ 
ing alliances, we have kept tune 
to the music. 
IN HIS BOOK about the A- 
bombing of Japan, "The Great 
Decision.” author Michael Am- 
nne raises this astonishing ques­ 
tion: Were the first A-bomba 
"aimed’’ at Japan or at Russia? 
Did we loose these terrible wea­ 
pons upon a beaten enemy of 
World W .t II in order to "sabre- 
rattle” at Russia, our coming 
enemy in the Cold War and per­ 
haps World War m? 
In support oí this query. Mr. 
Amrine quotes General Let ie 
Groves who commanded the 
Manhattan Project for making 
and using A-bombs. Gen. Grove* 
testified in the Oppcnheimer 
hearings: 
"I think it i* Important to state 
that there was nev er . . . any il­ 
lusion on my part but that Rus­ 
sia waa the enemy and that the 
project was conducted on that 
basis’ 
ANOTHER SPOKESMAN of 
this oast-war thesis is the Nobel 
Prize-winning British physicist,

Every reader must make his 
own appraisal of this evidence. 
My own is that there is all this, 
arid much else, to indicate that 
the USA has become, by our in­ 
volvement in this grisly game, 
as war-minded as the rest, or al­ 
most. Hiere was a time in 1945 
when we had the world flat on 
its back. We could have had all 
the “disarmament" we wanted to 
have, which is a great deal less 
than we talk about. 
WE HAD knocked the arms 
from the faHen hands of the 
Axis, our British and French al­ 
ies were too feeble to hit a gun, 
and with the atomic bomb mon­ 
opoly we could have talked tur­ 
key to Russia. The truth seems 
to be that we, like all nations, 
want to disarm only our ene­ 
mies, and to keep ourselves and 
our ever-changing allies bristling 
with the latest thing in hot pis­ 
tols.Such, let us aAnit. Is the way 
of the world. A wise national pol­ 
icy would be to join as few wars 
as possible, but to be sure to win 
them. Still, it’s probably too late 
—or too eariy in history — to 
hope for American statesmen to 
see it that way. They are all be­ 
mused with the herd-instinct of 
going to world conferences. 
But if we go, as we have gone, 
to Geneva, we should at least be 
frank enough to recognize who s 
there — particularly that Invisi­ 
ble guest who sits by himself.

Gardening in the Desert 


In Southern California handling 
of geranium s and pelargoniums is 
easy and encouraging; 
in many 
valley’s between the coast and our 
desert raising them to satisfac­ 
tion is not difiicult; but here is an 
entirely different story. 
Expert hor.iculturalists dealing 
with the coast and inner valleys, 
and w riting about successful rais­ 
ing of these plants, say that the 
common geranium needs full sun 
and pelargoniums, especially the 
Lady 
Washington, 
need 
protec­ 
tion from the midday sun and will 
thrive in filtered sunshine. They 
write about southeast or west ex 
posares and the use of pelargon­ 
iums as borders, etc. 


T ins ADVICE 
we m u st-^ er- 
haps reluctantly—ignore There is 
a 
vast 
difference between 
the 
m ilder sun rays enjoyed ‘some­ 
times* on the coast and In some 
inner valleys. Three hours of the 
early morning sun is about all 
pelargoniums and geraniums can 
successfully imbibe here. 
Recognizing this fact, localites 
bed these plants on the north side 
of the house close to a wall that 
is never as hot as an easterly*, 
southerly or westerly wall. 
As we stated in a column that 
appeared 
in a 
previous 
article 
geranium 
is of the pelargonium 
family and should be accepted as 
such. 


FOLLOWING THE 
advice 
as 
to location the .Amateur Gardner 
should 
not 
find 
it 
difficult to 
raise geraniums and pelargoniums 
‘here we go again—they're all 
pelargoniums*. All he has to do 
is look around for neighbors and 
friends who raise these beauties 
and who frequently have to cut 
them back. 
Take a few slip® of four to six 
indies, remove the lower leaves, 
let the slips dry in the shade for 
a day or two—this is to stop them 
from rotting—do not heavily fer 
tilize the soil in which you intend 
to raise them, and you should be 
successful in growing both species. 
MOST PEOPLE who enjoy gar­ 
dening prefer pelargoniums. To 
---------- 


indicate how 
easily 
these 
are 
raised we might tell you of some 
we brought into the desert 
12 
years ago 
They w ere in a pot 
about three feet in circumference; 
we put it in our car and. for the 
lack of space, decided to cut it 
back to about four inches above 
the soil. 
The leaves are more decora­ 
tive thao those of what is known 
as geranium and the bloom is 
shapely 
and of a 
purple tint, 
matching the color of orchids on 
our Bauhania. We consider both 
of them ideal for Palm Springs; 
both bloom only during the height 
of our season with the pelargon­ 
ium outlasting the Bauhania by 
about a month.
